BIBLDT, March 20*—The royal mes- 
sage was read in the Praasiaii landtag 
yesterday. 
It was countersigiifld by all 
the ministers. 
Among other things it said: 
Walking in the paths of our glorious 
father we shall know no other aim.of our 
striving than the happineas and welfare 
of the fatherland. 
By oonscienttoosly 
observing the eonstitution, by foUv «nd 
safely guarding all the prerogatives erf 
the crown and by loyally co operating 
with the national representatives the 
king hopes with God's help to attain his 
object, which is the happiness and wel- 
fare of the country. 
The condition of 
his health prevents him from taking the 
oath personally. 
Desiring to dedare 
without delay his position regarding the 
constitutional laws, although this could 
admit of no doubt, he now solemnly un- 
dertakes to adhere to the constitution 
firmly and inviolably and to rule in con- 
formity with the laws." 


The emperor's message to the reich- 
stag was as follows: 


We, Fre lerick, by the grace of Gkxl, 
emperor of Germany, king of Prussia, 
eta, proclaim that with the demise of 
our beloved father, under God's inscru- 
table will, the imp^al dignity with the 
Prusidan crown has devolved upon us, 
and we have taken upon ourselves the 
rights and duties bound up therewith. 
We are resolved to keep inviolable and 
firmly uphold the imperial constitution 
and in this sense conscientonsly respect 
and regard the constitutional rights of 
the individuals of the several states and 
the reichstag. 


Fully conscious of our exalted task it 
will, after the example of our ever re- 
membered father, always be our en- 
deavor in conjunction with the princess 
and free towns of the federation and 
with the constitutional co-operation of 
the reichstag to shield iustice, freedom 
and order throughout the father land, 
to safely guard the honor of the em- 
pire, 
maintain 
peace at 
home 
and 
abroad and foster the welfare of oar 
people. 


By the unanimous readiness 
with 
which the reichstag agreed to the prop- 
ositions to strengthen the 
defensive 
power of the fatherland m order to as- 
sure the security of the empire, the late 
deeply lamented emperor had the last 
days of his life rejoiced and strengthen- 
ed. 
He is not longer permitted to ex 
press his thanks to the reichstag.

Troilope's SyBfem of Compeipltloii. 


Trollope had a very 
remarkable 
power of composing under tbe most un- 
favorable cirpumstances. 
For a num- 
ber of years the most of his writing was 
done at sea or while traveling in rail- 
way carriagea 
When he began a new 
book he would calculate the exact time 
required for its completion, and allot a 
certain number of pages each week— 
the amount varying from 20 to 112. He 
finished his stint every day, whether 
sick or well, idle or busy. 
At home his 
literary work was begun at 5:30 in the 
morning and usually finished before 
breakfast. 
It was his custom to write, 
with his watch before him, a page of 
250 words every quarter of an hour. 
What he thus hurriedly wrote his wife 
afterward copied. 


Trollope attributed his success to 
methodical habits of industry, 
and 
prided himself on having his books al- 
ways completed on time.

He thought his novels 
would have been no better if composed 
leisurely or after long intervals of idle- 
ness. 
Although he regarded some of 
the stories quickest written his best, it 
is to be hoped no one will imitate him. 
It may be set down as a rule that no 
artist or man of genius could unfailingly 
write as Trollope did: 1,000 words in 
every hour devoted to composition at a 
certain time every day. 
Perhaps we 
ought to except Scott, whom Trollope 
resembles somewhat in his mode of 
writing. 
Both wrote from a full mind; 
but TrolIoi)e lacked Scott's ima^inaty.ix 
and fira It is evidejjt.Aiwrt'flCwarm 
capable even,„ei""'^preciating some of 
the besJi«<4efCi^ of writing. 
Such pro- 
dufiiifins as bis cannot possess the high- 
literary value, 
and an ephemeral 
popularity is all that could be expected 
for the most of his 
novels.—Eugene 
Parsons, 
in St, J.ou 's 
Maaazine.

IteOope's System of CompeatUen. 
Trollope had a very remarkable 


power of composing under the most un- 
favorable cirpumstsuces. For •> num- 
ber of years the most of his writing was 
done at sea or while traveling in rail- 
way carriages. When he began a new 
book he would calculate the exact time 
required for ita completion, and allot a 
certain number of pages* each week— 
the amount varying from 20 to 112. He 
finished his stint every day, whether 
siok or well, idle or busy. At home his 
literary work was begun at 5:30 in the 
morning and usually finished before 
breakfast. It was his custom to write, 
with his watch before him, a page of 
250 words every Quarter of an hour. 
What he thus hurriedly wrote his wife 
afterward copied. 


Trollope attributed his success to 


methodical habits of industry, and 
prided himself on having his books al- 
ways completed on time. In his later 
years they were produced faster than 
the public cared to read them; and he 
kept several unpublished works on hand 
all the time. He thonght his novels 
would have been no better if composed 
leisurely or after long intervals of idle- 
ness. Although he regarded some of 
the stories quickest written his best, it 
is to be hoped no one will imitate him. 
It may be set down aa a rule that no 
artist or nun of genius oould unfailingly 
write as Trollope did: 1.000 words in 
every hour devoted to .composition at a 
certain time every day. Perhaps we 
ought to except Scott, whom Trollope 
resembles somewhat in his mode of 
writing. Both wrote from a full mind; 
bnt Trollope lacked Scott'sii
